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Oscar Wilde and the New Esthelicism.

There are generally two sides to every
question. A true aud good cause is often
injured rather than benefitted by a weak
presentation and advocacy of it on the
partofits friends. These remarks find
illustration in the visit of Oscar Wilde
to our country, and the course he has
@ursued while here. The new craze of
mstheticism has evidently produced some
stir in certain circles in England. As
represented it appears very much as a
mere caricature of the truth and reality
of xsthetics, but the real substance of
what underlies it should not, therefore,
be set aside and ignored. The science
of westhetics, if it may claim to be
a science, is without doubt worthy of
earnest consideration. The study of the
beautiful is quite as legitimate and
proper as the study of the true and the
good. It may notbe as easy to compre-
hend it within the limits of a science.
The old saying, de gustibus non dispu-
tandum est has, perhaps, some truth in it.
The pursuit and profession of art have
seemed to rest more on special talent and
genius than do the pursuits of science.
It appears to be governed by no fixed
laws. And yet art has always constitut-
ed a realm of human life, and the love
of the beautiful is innate in the minds of
all men.

As adepartment of philosophicstudy,
wsthetics is coming to claim a more de-
finite place in our liberal education. It
has been treated more piofoundly by
German than by English writers. Since
the time of Schelling, who advanced
many new and interesting thoughts on
this subject in his Nature Philosophy, it
has occupied a prowminent place in phil-
osophic study in the higher German
schools. English writers treat it more
superficially, and in American colleges
=enerally it is confined to a few lectures
on Laste, or on the fine arts.

But it is rather on the practical side
that the subject is possessed of interest
for prople generally. It appeals to their
enjoyment especially in the fine arts,
and while the pursuit of these must be
left to the gifted few, vet their works
are for the gratification of all. Shut o
the fine arts from the sphere of lm#
life, and one hemisphere of its enjoyment
would be gone. What would the world
be without a Homer, a Shakespeare, a
Milton,Tennysonand Longfellow ! With-
out the sweet strains of music that come
to snoth and satisfy the spirit! Or the
master productions in painting, sculp.
ture and architecture !

But even this realm of Ll:e beautiful
does not exhaust its rich treasures.
There is a more common, every-day side
of our life to which it ministers pleas-
ure, in our admiration of the beauties of
nature,and in the items and articles of
taste by which we are surrounded in our
homes. These are within the reach of
all. Many who never have the opportu-
nity of hearing a grand opera, or pos-
sessing fine paintings, may yet cultivate
and satisfy their love of the beautiful in
humbler ways. Of course the sublimity
and grandeur of nature, as well as its
more ordinary beauties, are open to the
admiration of all, the poor as well as the
rich, the uunlearned as well as the learn-
ed. If people generally weretocultivate
this love of nature beauty (and it cer-
tainly is susceplible of cultivation) what
rich sources of the truest and most ele-
vated enjoyment might Le within the
reach of all !

And the cultivation of this taste would
lead to such improvements in the ar.
rangements and decorations of our homes
as would add greatly to our happiness.
This is one of the ideas especially that
thie Oscar Wilde school aims to dissem-
inate, so far as we have been able to

understand his  purpose. It must
be admitted that it is a worthy
urpose, The tendency in our

country especially is to value every-
thing by the standard of utility, and
by utility is usually understood dollars
and cents, eating and drinking. It is
forgotten that it is of the very highest
utility to cultivate love of the beautiful,
that such love is very closely related to
all that is good and true, and that it en-
ters deeply into our best cnjoyment of
life. Our homes are centres of the dear-
est relations of life. To make them, not
unly comfortable, but pleasant and iu-
viting, to arrange them with'taste and
place in and around them what will win
and attract our sense of the beautiful,—
this eertainly is of no minor importance
or even utility, in its highest and best
sense. If this were done the business
man, worn and jaded by the cares of the
day, would find refreshment, the laborer
rest and recreation, the young a place of
enjoyment in the evening, in their homes
and with their families, to a Jarger ex-
tent than is nowthe case.

But we have mo idea that a good
cause, such as this is, will be advanced
by the eccentric advocacy of it by Osecar
Wilde. The populace bave taken more
to thecaricature than the reality. What
with his sunflowers and knee-breeches,
his long hair and effeminate speech and
mauners, his tour in this country is
likely to leave behind only the ridiculous
side of a great and good interest. But
the cause should not be judged by such
a weakling as its advocate. It is im-
portant that wstheticism should enter
more fully into our American life. If
something does not come to us, to break
in upon the intense nervous strain of our
daily pursuits, something to divert life
from its hurry and worry, and provide
what is restful for the spirit, the number
of suicides may be expected to goon in-
creasing. Weneed more recreation and
rest. We need to cultivate the love of
the beautiful more, and gratify less the
avaricious greed for gain.

THE increasing number of rich men
in the United States Senate isa proper
subject of popular attention if not of
alarm. Too many of them, it is to be
feared, would not be senators save for
their money. It isthe shame of English
politics that seats in Parliament are
now rarely obtainable by any but the
rich, and the time seemsto be coming
when it will be easier fora camel to go
through a needle’s eye tBan for a poor
man to enter the United State: Senate.

IT is not much wonder that Congress
cannot be induced to look with favor
upon schemes to take money even out
of an overflowing treasury for naval ex-
penditures to be made under the aus-
pices of the Robeson-Chandler-Roach
combination. Grant’sformer naval sec-
retary, sitting in the House and poten-
tial in its committees, is a reminder of
things calculated to wam his fellow rep-
resentatives against risking any more of
the pnblic money to be stolen. under the
guise of naval improvements. He cowers
in silence before the charge flung into
his teeth that though his administration
spent $160,000,000 on the navy, we have
thirty-six ** ships of war’? which cannot
fire a gun, and with the exception of the
fourteen iron-clads we have not a ship
to-day that would dare to go into battle.
Money was never so prodigally voted to
this department as when Robeson was in
command, and about all that was
found to show for it when he
went out was an immense pile
of clothing which had been bought
far ahead of all necessities, to favor some
jobbing contractor, no doubt, as it had
been bought contrary to law without ad-
vertising for proposals, and had already
depreciated 16 per cent. below its cost.
According to Paymaster Cutler’s inven-
tory, Robeson had accumulated, for the
use of the navy, * pea jackets enough
for 23 years ; of monkey jackets a supply
for 35 years; of blue cloth trousers
sufficient to last 7 years; of canvass
trousers enough for 8 years; of white
duck frocks enough for 11 years; of
blue flannel shirts for ¢ years; blue
flannel undershirts, 4} years; blue
flannel drawers, 5§ years ; and, lest this
supply should leave our gallant seamen
bare, he laid in additional 10 years sup-
ply of blue satinet and 4 years of blue
flannel, besides 14 years supply of thin
flannel, 7 years supply of duck, boots
enough to last 10 years, and so on Lo the
end of a long list.”

"APRIL COURT.

THE EEGULAR QUAETEK SESSIUNS

Sarety of Feace and Desortion Cases—Grand

Jury’s Beport &c.

Friday “Afternoon,—Com’th vs, John
Backett, of this city, assault and battery.
The prosecutor was Christian Nixdorf,
who alleged that on the might of the 7th
of March while he was walking around
Centre square, in front of the postoffice
the defendant struck him on the breast
with his fist. The defense was that these
two mcn had met at the postoffice to
settle a former quarrel; Nixdorf got
angry and struck figst. The ju
rendered a verdict of not guilty, with the
costs to be divided equally between the
prosceutor and defendant. .

The Tripple Uase

The case of Charles D. Tripple and Geo.
A. Tripple, charged with embezzlement,
was to bave been taken up this afternoon.
Geo. Nauman, esq., one of the special
counsel fer the prosecution, stated that
during the last three months of Charles
D. Tripple’s term as clerk at the prison
in 1879, his brother George acted for,him,
During that time there was a deficiancy
iutl thla 9ll‘ork‘l loconnt-—p(l:;jheo this su;t.
Charles Tripple now pro to pay the
amount alleged to be due the county, $323,
together with the cost of prosecution,
After consulting with his colleague, W.
F. Beyer, esq., they thought there was
some doubt as to whether conviction could
be bad. They had core to the conclu-
aion, withthe permission of the court, to
enter a nol. pros. Mr. Beyer stated that
some one had torn out the lcaves of the
cash book from pages 3 to 5, and from 16
to 21. These books are kept in the clerk’s
office at the prison and the leaves were
torn out some time in the latter part of
December, 1881. These leaves contained
a number of items in dispute and it made
it difficult for them to make out their case.

Samuel H. Reynolds, esq., counsel for
the defendants, stated that he desired to
g2y in justice to the defendant, that since
this suit has been brought and from the
first they have always protested that they
were innocent of “embezzlement, and if
the books had not been damaged <hey
would be able to establish their ianocence.
When the counsel (Mr. Reynolds and J.
ilay Brown, esqs.), learned of the ex-
tent of the mutilation of the books they
advised a compromise, the amount in dis-
pute being so small. As faras the Trip-
ples were concerned neither of them have
been at tho prison since April, 1850, nor
bad they any access to the books,

The court stated that if the common-
wealth felt satistied .that the amount
which the defensc offered to pay was all
that was claimed, and if it was doubtful
whether & conviction could be had, they
could not sco why a mol pros. should not
bo entered. The nol pros., was then en-
tered on the conditions as above.

Com’th vs. Benjamin Morton, assault
and battery. The prosecutor was John 1.
Miles, who alleged that upon one day in
January last, as ho was walking past the
homegf{ defendant the latter ran out on
the pike and struck him. The defense was
that the men had words and the prosecu
tor hecoming angry struck Morton first.
‘The jury rendered a verdict of not guilty ;
prosecutor to pay one-fourth and defend-
ant three-fourths of tho costs.

Saturday Morning.—In the case of
com’th vs. Lewis BSanders, charged with
malicious mischief, the jury remained out
from yesterday at noon until 9 o’clock this
morning when they rendered a verdict of
not guilty, with the defendant to pay two-
thirds and the prosecutor, John A.Shober,
onesthird of the costs. .

Surety of the Peace and Desertion.

The above was the last jury trial and
the jurors were all discharged. The surety
of peace amd desertion cases were then
taken up, and disposed of as follows :

Com’th ve. 1. DB. Stauffer, desertion.

Mrs. Mary G. Stauffer, of Manheim, testi-
fied that ber husband has done nothing for
her support since November, 1879. The
defense was that about two years and
a half ago Stauffer assigned his property,
valued at $1,800, to his wife ; she then
told him to leave and he did. The de-
feudant also claimed that his wife treated
him badly, but prosccutrix said that she
only remonstrated with him in regard to
his drinking. The court directed defend-
ant to pay 81 per week to his wife and
costs of prosecution.
* Com’th vs, Zachariah Alexander, surety
of the peace. Daniel Brown, of Eden
township, was the prosecutor, and it was
shown that defendant had frequently
made threats against him and his family,
The dcfendant is insane, and that wasad-
mitted by all parties. Ile is in the asy-
lum, and the court directed him to be
kept there as long as he shall remain in
that condition.

Com’th vs. John Kissinger, of this city,
desertion. Mrs. Kissinger testified that
her husband has not supported her for
some wecks. Both parties were willing to
live together. The case was continued to
May term and the defendant was ordered
to give bail in the sum of 300 for his ap-
pearance here at that time.

Com’th vs.John Speidle, of this eity,
surety of the peace. The defendant was
charged. with having threatened to kill
John Kresbach and his wife, The defend-
ant denied having made any threats, lle
was ordered to give bail in the sum of
§200, to be of good behavior and to pay
costs,

Com’th vs. Jefferson Cole, of Cernarvon
township, was charged with surety of the
peace by John Sparr. who swore that he
threatened to kill him. This the defend-
ant denied. The defendant was ordered
to give bail in $300 to keep the peace and
pay costs, '

Com’th vs. Henry Btruck, of Columbia,
desertion. The wife alleged that her hus-
band had not supported her for some time,
Henry swore that he has been trying to
get a house for romo time past but was
unsuccessful, The court ordered him to
pay $3 per week to his wife and pay costs.

The case of surety of the peace against
Joseph Hinder was dismissed, as the de-
fendant was sent to jail for six months for
assdult and battery on Lis wife

The case er desertion against Samuel C.
Kendig, was dismisted with ‘county for
costs, as the partles are living together.

The district attorney stated that all of
the cases which he had ready were fin-
ished. Ile has tried all of the jail cases
cxcept one, and the only person there
awaiting trial is Samuel H. Miller, charged
with murder.

BLIGHT FIRE,

The Call Men Kespond FPromptly But Are

This morning about halt-past nine
o'clock, an alarm was stiuck from box 41,
sitnated at the enrner of Lemon and Mar-
ket streets.
